WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt and the agricul- 
tural adjustment administration have 
embarked on a campaign to hammer 
home to the rebellious farmers of the 
middlewest the stepa being taken to 
give them more money, it was evident 
today. 

Without actual mention of the farm 
strike, the administration is seeking 
to paint a picture of vast programs for 
farm relief and at the same time is 
rushing into effect long-planned relief 
moves held ur by various difficulties. 

New Steps. 

Today's new steps included: 

1. Warning by Secretary of Agri-| 
culture Wallace to meat packers that | 
they will face a showdown with the 
government if thas attempt a rumored 


move to defeat the corn-hog relief pro- | 


gram. 

Emphasis at the White House 
that the president, despite a cold which 
confines him to his residential quar- | 
ters, is keeping in touch with Secre-| 
tary Wallace and working on farm | 
projects with him. 

3. Announcement by Secretary Wal- 
lace that 80 per cent of American, 
wheat growers have signed up to re- 
duce their acreage, and will receive 
as a result $102,000.000. 

4. Publication of further details 
of the corn crop ‘oan program an- 
nounced last night, with interest set 
at 4 per cent and renewed specifi- 
cations that only farmers who promise 
to reduce corn and hog production in | 
1934 will be eligible. 

Speeches. 

These steps followed upon signifi- 
cant speeches by the president and 

gricultural Administrator George N. 
Peek. The president’s speech of Sun- 
day night laid considerable stress on 
agricultural aid; as well as including 
his announcement of a monetary poli- 
ey calculated to raise farm prices. It 
had the combined effect of reminding 
the farmer of what was being done for 
him. and offering money news of 
such tremendous interest that farm 
belt tinrest was swept into secondar$ 
position in the news.

; disturbed today by rumors that west- 
ern packers planned to slash the price 
of hogs 50 cents a hundredweight on

NRA CHIEFS MOVE 


WITH FORD, STEEL 


Auto Maker May Have 
Bids Discarded by Gov- 
ernment Unless He 


Makes Peace With Eagle 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(#)— 
Decisive government steps affecting 
Henry Ford and the big steel compa- 
nies, on issues capable of bringing 
a constitutional test of the NRA pro- 
gram today were brought into imme- 
diate prospect. 

Within the next few weeks Ford 
either must satisfy the government 
that he is complying with the automo- 
bile code or have bids on important 
contracts discarded. a 

The steel men have failed to come to 
terms with the workers of their “cap- 


tive” coal mines as required by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and have: been sum- 
moned to the White House next Mon- 
day. At that time the chief execu- 
ive either expects to receive assur- 
ance that the agreement will be forth- 
coming immediately, or to lay down 
his Own prescription of working ar- 
rangements in these shafts which,*un- 
like commercial mines, send _ their 
whole output to the steel mills that 
control them. 
Petition Left. 

A petition for him to act was left 
at the White House today by a dele- 
gation of union leaders. It said “these 
captive coal-producing companies have 
refused to recognize the United Mine 
Workers of America and to bargain 
collectively with the chosen repre- 
sentatives of their employes. We 
are demanding recognition of our 
union and the same contract and con- 
ditions as prevail in the commercial 
mines of this territory.” 

Except for the phrase “reeognition 
of our union” this was what the chief 
executive had required of the. steel 
men. The workers, however, had been 
requested by him to go back to work 
immediately. pending negotiation of a 
contract. This they failed to do. The

Soon after dinner, at 
about 8 o’clock he suffered a heart 
attack. His wife was with him when 
he died, 

The state, said Governor Eugene 
Talmadge, when informed of Mr, Mc- 
Callie’s passing, “has lost the serv- 
ices of an efficient geologist, and the 
devotion of one of the most earnest 
workers I ever knew. He was a high- 
type man, able and conscientious,” 

Arrangements for the funeral will 
be announced by H. M. Patterson & 
Son. Governor Talmadge announced 
that the executive offices and the of- 
fices of all departments of the state 
government would close during the 
funeral. 

Mr. McCallie was born at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., August 8, 1856, and was 
graduated from. Tennessee Wesleyan 
University in 1882. Six years later 
he attended Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. He was a professor of geology 
in the University of Tennessee at the 
time he joined the department of 
geology of the government of Geor- 
gia, about 1905, as assistant. He 
became geologist in 1908. 

During his professional career he 
wrote 63 scientific books and papers, 
including several dealing with the 
mineral- resources of Georgia, a sub- 
ject about which his expert knowl- 
edge gave him broad sweep in ftreat- 
ment. Artesian wells, roads and 
building materials, céal deposits, min- 
eral springs and drainage possibili- 
ties were some of the subjects on 
which he was an authority. In 1927

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 
The state of Indiana decided today to 
use its own trigger meu in an at- 
tempt to trip up the convict gang that 
has roved Indiana and Ohio since the 
Michigan city prison break a month 
ago. 

Adjutant General Elmer F, Straub 
ordered into service 70 officers and 560 
enlisted men of the Indiana National 
Guard, selecting for duty men with 
expert marksmanship ratings. 


A plan for using the guardsmen was 
evolved by Al Feeney. state safety di- 
rector, and aupproved by (Governor 
Paul ¥.. MeNutt. The troops will 
be stationed at 44 strategic centers in 
small squads. each under a captain. 

Feeney tonight issued « warning to 
“minor criminals” that all officers 
engaged in the hunt had been ordered 
to shoot to kill, and said “those com: 
porting themselves as desperadoes may 
well understand that law enforcement

The money 
was divided between the promoters 
and their company ani the police 
benefit fund. 

Eight cases were dropped by Me- 
Clelland. One was against Sturdi- 
vant, four against Daly, one against 
Leifer and -two against Francis. All 
charged cheating and swindling.

GOLD PRICE LEVEL; 
MARKETS REGEDE 


18 Cents Added to Ounce 
Value of Metal But Prof- 
it-Taking Pulls Stocks, 
Commodities Back. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—(UP) 
The price of gold was stepped up 
again teday to $31.54 an ounce, but 
stocks and commodities moved down- 
ward and the dollar gained strength. 
Old line economists in the treasury 
raised their eyebrows politely and 
declined to diseuss the situations Ad- 
vocates of the administration money 
policy pointed out that. one day's ex- 
perience didn’t mean anything and 
talked about profit-taking as a factor 
in the market reaction. 

The theory of the new Roosevelt 
money policy is that when the price 
of gold rises the dollar drops, and 
stocks and commodities go up. 


One te One. 

It worked that way yesterday, but 
not today: Scores one to one, end 
of the second inning, in the new 
money game. Some economists con- 
tend that the whole theory of gold 
control of prices is a fallacy, and 
they were pleased by today’s re- 
actions. Others, confident of gold’s 
power, suggested that speculation 
abroad by interests anxious to defear 
the administration program for higher 
prices at home might be responsible 
for=the dollar’s gain.

The Fulton county grand jury “will 
uSe every means of pressure to ebtain | 
a new police station to replace the! 
present fire trap and dump,” it was 
learned Thursday following a special 
session of the body to hear Police 
Chief Sturdivant, Fire Chief Parker 
and Health Officer J. B. Kennedy de- 
scribe “awful conditions.” 

The fire chief told the jury that 
the station was a menace to the safety 
of prisoners and near-by property, 
while Chief Sturdivant said the place 
was unsatisfactory from every view- 
point. Dr. Kennedy said the health 
conditions were deplorable. 

Dewey Johnson, city electrician, 
said it was within his jurisdiction to 
condemn the place as unfit for habi- 
tation because of the fire menace of 
defective wiring. 

During the afternoon, Walter Le- 
Craw, assistant to Svlicitor John A, 
Boykin, appeared before the jury to 
advise the body what legal action 
might be taken to force the erection 
of a new building. Ralph Pharr, coun- 
ty attorney, also appeared but their 
opinions of legal action were not re- | 
vealed. 

Atlanta and Fulton county sought | 
funds for erection of a joint jail te | 
handle all prisoners in what was to} 
have been known as a “criminal activ- 
ities building.” They filed an appli- 
cation jointly with the federal offi- 
cials, hoping to obtain NRA. funds, 
but thus far have been unable to se- 
cure advances.

The executive and R. F. C. orders 
today continued to avoid carefully 
any reference to “buying” of newly 
mined gold. “Acquire” was the pre- 
ferred term, since as a legal precau- 
tion the smelters and miners who 
provide gold will receive in exchange 
not money, but 90-day R. F. C. de- 
bentures. 

Under the new regulations, gold in 
amounts of two ounces up will be re- 
ceived at mints for the R. F. C. All 
shipments must be accompanied by 
affidavits specifying that the gold 
is newly mined, and stating where 
and when it was taken from the 


| ground. 


Any Form. 

The gold may be in the form of 
bars, buttons, grains, lumps, dust, 
retort sponge, and other forms fresh 
from the ground or smelted, but must 
be “free from earth or nearly so.” 
Consignments may be taken to 
mints in person or sent by mail or 
express. When a consignment is 
accepted, the mint will certify to the 
federal reserve bank of its district 
that it has the amount of gold avail- 
able for the account of the consignee. 
In due time the consignee will receive 
his debentures, and the mint will 
dispose of the gold as the R. F. C, 
specifies. 

Most of it presumably will be kept 
in mints or perhaps reserve bank 
vaults for the time being. Later, 
when the R. F. C. may want to sell 
gold abroad to regulate dollar price. 
this metal will be available. The R. 
‘, C., also is empowered to sell the 
gold domestically for arts and in- 
dustrial use. 

Mints still continue to pay the 
statute price of $20.67 an ounce for 
old gold.

An Explanation of the Exvtanation 


By CHARLES P. SHAEFFER. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—/)— 
President Roosevelt's pronouncement 
of a world gold market in the United 
States has led capital experts to be- 
lieve that he has but one thing ‘n 
mind—a depreciated dollar through 
gold inflation. 

How then does gold inflation oper- 
ate? 

The answer, the consensus of ex- 
perts agree, is that gold inflation (a 
rising gold price) operates not by in- 
creasing the currency, but by chang- 
ing the standard of value. 

In those countries stili on the gold 


standard, money in every form rep- 


‘resents either gold itself, or something 


representing gold, or something that 
can be exchanged into gold. In other 
words. gold has a commodity value of 
its own, and it is acceptable solely on 
that value, And in this respect, all 
money. everywhere, passes on this 
same basis and for the same reason. 


Dividing Dollar. 


Gold inflation theories operate by 
dividing the dollar into smaller units. 

To use an illustrative. figure: It 
operates by dividing a bag of potatoes 
into smaller units, So far as trans- 
actions go a half bag of potatoes will 
purchase only half what the whole 
bag did before because it circulates 
on its inhereit value. But supposing 
that the half bag is given a name— 
for instance, dollars—and thousands 
of people owe more dollars than they 
can pay, and some presidential edict 
decrees that half a bag of potatoes in- 
stead of a whole bag shall constitute 


one dollar, then it is elementary that 
the position of those who owe is im- 
proved.

of potatoes, ealled 200 dollars instead 
of 100, and each of the 200 half bags 


‘would pay off one dollar in debts. 


That’s the Idea. 


This is the theory of gold inflation, 
experts agree. 

Gold, having a value of its own, by 
setting a higher price for the metal 
and thus echeapening the dollar, i¢ 
said to be exactly similar to reducing 
the potatoes in the bag. The same 
amount of potatoes would be nece-- 
sary to purchase the horse, but it 
would be called more dollars than be- 
fore the inflation. 

Some government economists con- 
tend the sole object of inflation is to 
provide relief for debtors; not neces- 
sarily for the benefit of the debtors, 
but primarily because until debts are 
dissipated adequately to relieve the 
markets from distressed selling to 
raise funds to pay debts, there is no 
way to end price declines. 

In connection with President Roose- 
velt’s resolve to help the farmer, econ- 
omists declare any kind of inflation 
will accomplish this end by cheapen- 
ing the dollar..On the other hand, 
however, they declare, only gold in- 
flation will aid industry because in- 
dustry must have a stable or “man- 
aged’ currency in order that contracts 
must be made for future consumma- 
tion.

She creamed two and one-half ta- 
blespoons butter and added to it one- 
half cup sugar. When this was well 
creamed she added another half cup 
of sugar which had been combined 
with three beaten eggs. Next she sift- 
ed some pastry flour, measured three 
cups, added to it four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-quarter teaspoon 
cinnamon, one teaspoon salt and one- 
fourth teaspoon grated nutmeg. She 
sifted this into the first mixture al-

ternating it with one cup of milk. 
When this was beaten smooth she 
added enough more flour to make a 
dough stiff enough to roll. She took 
part of the dough, rolled it one-quar- 
ter inch thick on a lightly floured 
board and cut rounds with the dough- 
nut cutter. A few of these went into 
the fat heated to a temperature which 
would brown an inch cube of soft 
bread in one minute. The doughnuts 
were turned once, then removed from 
the fat and drained on crumpled ab- 
sorbent paper.

Ambassador Says Chan- 
cellor Has No Desire To 
“Nazify” World. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—(#)—Ger- 
many has no desire to “nazify” the 
world or to extend its territories, Dr. 
Hans Luther, German ambassador to 
America, said tonight. 

“The much-criticized Hitler govern- 


ment has no intention to Germanize 
anyone,” Luther declared. “Hitler 
literally has said that all this talk of 
Germanizing has to be stepped once 
and for all.” 

Orders to that effecf, the ambassa- 
dor said, have been given by Hitler 
to government officials and citizens 
alike. He said Hitler even had in- 
structed against private conversa- 
tions along those lines. 

Dr. Luther spoke at a dinner in 
honor of Dr. Hugo Eckener, command- 
er of the Graf Zeppelin, which today . 
paid Chicago a 25-minute visit. Eck- 
ener decided to spend the night in 
Chicago and rejoin his 776-foot air- 
ship tomorrow at Akron, Ohio. 

In his address, entitled “The New 
Germany,” Dr. Luther defended his 
country’s withdrawal from the League 
of Nations and the disarmament con- 
ference, but declared that act was no 
evidence of militarism or imperialism.

The new market for raw cotton

Editor Constitution: Japan buys 
nearly half of our cotton and much 
of our tobacco. Why should the 
southern people be misled by prop- 
aganda into assuming a hostile at- 
titude? We are 9,000 miles distant. 
Assuming that Japan reorganizes 
Manchuria and Northern China, as 
she did Korea and Formosa, it takes 
but little intelligence to see that the 
vastly increased purchasing power of 


_millions of people, while it may go 


through Japan, it will come direct to 
the United States and part to the 
south if we cultivate friendly rela- 
tions. Japan raises no cotton, wheat, 
tobacco and produces but little oil and 
steel.

The future peace and prosperity 
of the world depend to a large de- 
gree upon the manner in which 
civilization is brought to the half 
billion human beings who live in 
Manchuria, Mongolia and China, 
and certainly Japan has set the pace 
in that direction, 


There are evidences that Japan 
views with suspicion recent over- 
tures for a diplomatic understand- 
ing between the’ United States and 
Russia. This country offers Rus- 
sia nothing more than it should be, 
and is; prepared to offer Japan at 
any time. 


By co-operating with both coun- 


tries towards the establishment of 
peaceful relations between’ the 
three, the best interest of world- 
wide peace will be served. 


Certainly Japan should be given 
to understand that our overture to 
Russia is in no wise inimical to 
the interests of the Japanese 
people.

Corn Farmers To Pay 


4 Per Cent on Loans 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—()— 

George N. Peek, farm administrator, 
announced today that the interest rate 
on loans to corn farmers from the 
Commodity Credit Association will 
be 4 per cent, the same rate as that 
which will govern cotton loans. 
_ The loans will be made on farm 
warehoused corn in states having a 
farm warehouse act on the basis of 
50 cents per bushel for*No. 2 Decem- 
ber corn at Chicago. 

The warehouse receipts will be de- 
posited as collateral with the credit 
specs. In order to become eli- 
gible for loans the farmers must agree 
to take part in the hog-corn produc- 
tion control program, recently an- 
nounced, 

The Joans, however, will not consti- 
tute a lien upon benefit payments to 
be made in connection with the con- 
trol program. Instead, Peek said, the 
loan program is aimed to “provide 
farmers with working funds in ad- 
vance of the time when benefit pay- 
ments can be made,

He knew from the bidding that 
East almost surely must have six dia- 
monds and four hearts and also one 
spade, as North, with four spades, 
would probably have raised the spade 
suit immediately rather than bid one 
apie Therefore, East could 
have only two clubs, and North must 
have the remaining, four.despite his 
having shown a preference for spades 
during the bidding.
